Ardinal Acquaviva performed lately in his 
own Chapel'the Ceremony of prefenting 
_j the Golden Key to Don Antonio Colonna, 
. urfaant to the Orders he had received 
from the King of Spain. The Bifhop of Cifteron, 
. Minifter of France, bas bought all the Duke de 
Bracciano’s fine Paimtings for 93000 Piftoles 5 and 
"tie {aid he has likewife agreed for the purchale of 
the Statues which belonged to the late Queen 
Chriftina of Sweden. The Pope has given an 
annual Penfion of 400 Crowns to the Nephew of 
the late M. de Marimont. A Congregation has 
‘been appointed by his Holinefs to examine 
thoroughly into the Pretenfions of that Branch of 
the noble Family of the Juftiniani who have re- 
mained in the Ifland of Chio and have fent their 
Deputation to Rome 3 the Congregation being af- 
fembled came to a Refolution, after mature Deli- 
beration, that the three Branches of the {aid Family 
who are eftablifhed in Rome, in Genos, and in 
Venice, fhall allow an honourable Support to that 
Branch which is in Neceffity in the Iland of 
Chio, and that the Branch which is in Rome 
hall, amongft other Things, grant them the 
Legacy which was left by their Predecef- 
fours. The Coaches of Cardinal Althan and 
of the Portugueze Ambaffadour chanced to meet 
‘together the other Day in a very narrow 
Street, the Servants of both Coachesgave each 
other ill Language upon the Punétilio of. driving 
back ; but the Portugueze Ambaffadour perceiving

Paris, O& 19. * This Court having received
